A Federal grand jury here on 
May 13 will begin an investigation 
of the recent lynching at Sikeston, 
Mo., of Cleo Wright, Negro, with 
Jacob M. Lashly, St. Louis attor- 
ney, acting as Special Assistant to 
the Attorney.

Lashly, a former president of the 
American Bar Association, will join 
with United States Attorney Har- 
ry C. Blanton in presenting to the 
grand jury evidence gathered in 
an extended investigation by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

At the request of Biddle, Lashly 
conferred with him at Washington 
Friday, and was offered the special 
appointment. He returned to St, 
Louis yesterday and telegraphed 
Biddle his acceptance. 

Comment on Action. 

Commenting on the unusual step 
of appointing a special prosécutor, 
the Attorney General said: “With 
our country at war to defend our 
democratic way of life throughout 
the world, lynching has significance 
far beyond the community, or even 
the state in which it occurs. It 
becomes a matter of national im- 
portance, and thus properly the 
concern of the Federal Govern- 
ment.” 

On Feb. 13 Biddle announced he 
had ordered the F. B. I. to make an 
investigation in order to determine 
if the civil rights statutes had 
been violated “in view of the dp- 
parent failure of local police au- 
thorities._ to provide the prisoner 
with proper protection.” 

A State grand jury, holding ses- 
sions at Benton, Mo., reported 
March 10 that it was unable to 
find sufficient evidence upon 
which to base indictments. Biddle 
immediately announced, however, 
that the Federal investigation 
would continue, and that the pos- 
sibility of Federal prosecution was 
not affected by the State grand 
jury report.

is designed to halt the rising tide 
of traffic fatalities. ths. from 
motor accidents in the city num- 
bered 47 in the first three months 
of 1942, as compared with 23 for 
the same period of 1941. 

As outlined by Mayor Becker 
and police officials, arrests will be 
made not only for speed limit 
violations, but for double park- 
ing, parking in restricted zones, 
and middle-of-road driving which 
blocks traffic. 

Persons driving with glaring 
headlights, or with parking lights 
only, and one-headlight drivers, 
will be arrested. Every driver sus- 
pected of intoxication will be ar- 
rested, subjected to tests, and 
prosecuted if intoxication is shown. 

New Police Policy. 

“Police officers,” it was an- 
notinced, “will be instructed to 
make arrests at the scene of anh 
accident, and not attempt to settle 
disputes.” 

The Police Department will keep 
a “running account, accident spot 
map,” to show the streets and dis- 
tricts of high accident frequency, 
and special attention will be given 
to such streets and districts. This 
plan is known to traffic experts as 
selective enforcement, and has 
been recommended by the National 
Safety Council and Citizens’ Traf- 
fic Committee.

He said 
he was withdrawing the offers and 
returning to London tomorrow.

Congress Party’s Demands. 

Congress party leaders insisted 
on.a national government func- 
tioning with full powers as a cabi- 
net, and said the British plan bore 
too much resemblance to the pres- 
ent executive council of the Vice- 
roy. 

Cripps said a nominated cabinet, 
as proposed by the Congress party, 
would be responsible to “no one but 
itself, could not be removed and 
would in fact constitute an abso- 
lute dictatorship” by the Hindu 
majority.

PLANS FOR INDIA 
DEFENSE PUSHED 


AS PARLEYS Fal 


British Expect Native Co- 
operation — Nehru Re- 
ported Planning Drive to 
Rally People.

LONDON, April 11 (AP).—wWith 
failure of the Cripps mission, the 
United Nations face an unprece- 
dented military problem, but the 
Allied high leadership on land and 
sea doggedly is improvising a de 
fense against the Japanese who 
already are menacing the shores 
of Bengal Bay and beating through 
Burma on the highway to India. 

In the three weeks of futile ne- 
gotiations little or nothing was ac- 
complished toward an overall de- 
fense effort, though even in fail- 
ure to settle the complicated India 
question the Indian and British 
leaders, were agreed that Japa- 
nese aggression must be stopped 
—somehow. 

One report from New Delhi said 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, of the 
All-India Congress Party, was pre- 
paring 4 personal campaign to 
arouse India to give its best ef- 
fort against the Japanese, and 
Indian: leaders generally were ex- 
pected to join the British admin- 
istration in recruiting and urging 
the last ounce of effort on war 
production. 

A responsibie London source ex- 
pressed confidence in Indian de- 
fense, declaring “if there is any 
invasion of Indian soil I believe 
the Indian army will drive it out.” 

The Indian army has something

sel and a submarine chaser. In 
addition, hits were scored on a 
cruiser, another large transport 
and a 4000-ton freighter. The lat- 
ter vessel, a communique said, 
possibly sank. - 

The communique covered opera- 
tions by two submarines. It said 
one had sunk the merchant ship, 
the sub chaser and hit the 
freighter in enemy waters. 

Some operations of the other 
submarine in waters around Bali 
and Java had been reported in a 
communique a week ago. Today’s 
announcement, revising and en- 
larging the earlier report, added 
the transports, the destroyer and 
the cruiser to its score, but with- 
drew an earlier announcement that 
this submarine had hit two sea- 
plane tenders.

U. S. Submarine Lost.

‘vague terms to cloak lack of pur- 
pose; and when they stated that 
it must be left to the Indian com- 
munities to agree among them- 
selves, it has been said that this 
was the only device by which 
Great Britain might indefinitely 
retain its control over India. 

“But the Congress since the out- 
break of the war has repeatedly de- 
manded two essentials as a basis 
for its support of the Allied effort 
in the war—first, a declaration of 
Indian independence and second, a 
constituent assembly to frame a 
new and free constitution for In- 


~ dia. 
™ “Both of these demands find 
latheir place in the draft declara- 
* tion. It was in the light of thea 


demands and the criticism of In- 
dian leaders that the War Cabinet 
drafted their declaration with the 
Indian 
peoples and world public opinion 
of the sincerity of their desire to 
offer freedom to India at the earli- 
est practicable moment. 


Clear and Precise Plan. 


“To avoid complaints that had 
been made in the past, they put 
out a clear and precise plan which 
should avoid all possibility of In- 
dian self-government being held 
up by the views of some large sec- 
tion or community. But they left 
it open for the Indian leaders to 
agree upon an alternative method 
if they wished. 

“Of course, every individual and 
organization would have liked to 
draft a declaration to express his 
or their point of view, forgetting 
that if it did, it would have in- 
evitably been rejected by the others. 

“The War Cabinet were thus in 
a position rather. like an arbitrator 
who tries to arrange a. fair com- 
promise between conflicting points 
of view. They could not, however, 
without denying the very freedom 
which they were offering, impose 
a form of government upon peoples 
which they did not themselves 
freely choose. 

“Criticism has been showered on 
the scheme from all sides; parties 
and individuals vied one from an- 
other in competition to discover 
the greatest number of defects. 

“But in all this spate of criticism 
those vital parts of the document 
with which all agree have never 
been mentioned. Full and free self- 
government for India—that is its 
central feature. “ 
‘‘Unconstructive Attitude.” 

“This critical and unconstructive 
attitude, natural enough in the law 
courts and in the market place, is 
not the best way of arriving at a 
compromise but compromise there 
must be if a strong and free India 
is to come into being. 

“Some day, somehow, great com- 
munities and parties in India will 
have to agree upon a method of 
framing their new constitution. ~- 

“I regret profoundly for the sake 
of India for whom I have deep 
and admiring friendship that the 
opportunity now offered has not 
been accepted, 

“But all this concerns the future, 
The immediate dfficulties have 
been as regards the present. 

“First there was difficulty as to 
defense. Upon that the attitude 
of the British Government was 
very simple. 

“For many decades the defense 
of India has been in charge of His 
Majesty's Government. That 
charge has been carried out for 
over 20 years by the commander- 
in-chief, who is also defense mem-

“An Impossible Course.” 


“This may sound simple. It 
would mean long and. difficult re-

maximum speed and efficiency are 
essential in defense. 

“It is the duty of the British 
Government to defend India and 
our duty to our American allies, 
who are giving such valuable help, 
makes such a course impossible. 

“To show our complete sincerity 
and desire to give representative 
Indian members on the executive 
council the maximum power, we 
offered to create a new war de- 


‘partment which would take over 


governmental relations of com- 
mander-in-chiefs, general head- 
quarters and naval and air head- 
quarters and which would be in 
his charge as war member, lgav- 
ing the rest of defense—a depart- 
ment with a number of the most 
important functions added — to 
the Indian defense member. 

“This arrangement satisfied 
some of the parties but mot the 
Congress who demanded a degree 
of control for the Indian defense 
member which might have greatly 
jeopardized the Allied war effort 
in India. 

“In the wider area of defense 
which touches almost every de 
partment of the Raj, the adminis- 
tration would have been ‘wholly 
uhder the control of representa- 
tive Indians. 

“But none of these things were 
the real cause of the breakdown in 
negotiations. 

“In their final letter addressed 
to me, the Congress working com- 
mittee stated that the temporary 
form of government envisaged 
during the war was not such as 
to enable them to join the gov- 
ernment. 

“They have two suggestions to 
remedy the situation: first, an im- 
mediate change of constitution— 
a point raised at the last moment 
and one that everyone else ad- 
mitted to be wholly impracticable 
while the war was proceeding; and 
second, that they are prepared to 
enter in a true national govern- 
ment with a cabinet of Indian 
leaders untrammeled by any con- 
trol by the Viceroy or the British 
Cabinet. 

“Realize what this means. Gov- 
ernment for an indefinite period 
by a set of persons nominated by 
Indian parties responsible to no 
legislature or electorate, incapable 
of being changed and a majority 
of whom would ‘be in a position to 
dominate large minorities. 

“It is easy to understand that 
great minorities in India would 
never accept such a system. Nor 
could His Majesty’s Government, 
who have given pledges to those 
minorities, consent to their being 
placed unprotected while the ex- 
isting constitution lasts under a 
simple and possibly inimical ma- 
jority rule. 


“Wholly Impracticable.” 


“It would be a breach of all the 
pledges that we have given. Such 
a solution may sound simple and 
attractive to those who have no 
knowledge of the deep, communal 
divisions in India but it is in fact 
wholly impracticable and would 
never be accepted by very large 
sections of the Indian peoples. 

“The Congress suggested that 
without these changes they cannot 
give a lead to the Indian people. 

“The essential need of India to- 
day is for all leaders of all main 
parties and communities to come 
together in a single national gov- 
ernment. 

“A scheme that attracts some 
and repels others such as the Con- 
gress has suggested is of little 
value. Nor does the precise form 
matter go greatly. 

“Inspiration and leadership are 
not to be found in form or conven- 
tions; they will be demonstrated 
by combined purpose and unity of 
action. 

“No constitution and no conven- 
tion will work unless those who 
lead the people will come together 
with a common determination to 
make it work. Had the Congress 
leaders felt themselves able to join 
with other leaders who were will 
ing, then indeed a great work 
ought to have been accomplished. 


Takes Sole Responsibility. 


“Qne thing I must make clear. 
I alone in India carry the responsi- 
bility for what has been done. 
“Neither the. Viceroy nor the 
commander-in-chief carries auy re- 
sponsibility for these negotiations. 
They have .throughout done their 
utmost to help me and I express 
to them and many other willing 
helpers of all nationalities my sin- 
cerest thanks for that help. 

“We have tried the offer that 
I brought to help India along her 
road to victory and freedom. But 
for the moment, past distrust has 
proved too strong to allow present 
agreement. 

“But ‘in that failure to achieve 
immediate results there is no bit- 
terness. Our effort has been genu- 
ine. No responsible Indian has

No Freedom From Japan. 


“We may differ as to the method 
by which that freedom can best be 
reached both now and in the fu- 
ture. But upon one thing surely 
we must all be agreed—that it can- 
not be reached through fresh con- 
quest of India by a power such as 
Japan that has shown itself brutal 
and intolerant to its Asiatic sister 
nations. 

It is only necessary to visit For- 
mosa or the occupied parts of 
China as I have done to know 
that through Japanese conquest 
misery and starvation will come. 

“The widely advertised propa- 
ganda of the Japanese, painting 
themselves as the liberators of 
China, has resulted in nothing-but 
untold suffering and tragedy to 
hundreds of thousands of honest 
and peaceful Chinese men, women 
and children. 

“The same propaganda now be- 
ing made to trick the Indian peo- 
ple into submission holds out for 
them no better prospect than the 
dire suffering which has been in- 
flicted upon their Chinese neigh- 
bors. 

“The hour has struck when India 
herself is being driven inexorably 
by the aggression of Japan into 
the front line of defense in a war 
which now spreads its evil tenta- 
cles into nearly every country of 
the world. 

“We shall do our utmost de- 
spite all our heavy commitments 
elsewhere and the United States 
will lend her great growing aid 
as well as to assist the Indians 
in the defense of their country. 
We ask them to help us as we 
seek to help them. 


Says Victory Is Certain. 
“The vast resources of manu- 


result—final victory. And towards 
that victory Indians can and must 
play their part. 

“The common peoples of the 
world will have opportunities in 
world resettlement such as they 
have never had before and the 
Indian people and their leaders 
must make ready to play their full 
part in the building of world order. 


“Risks must be taken; ‘innova- 
tions must be tried; and we must 
climb quickly out of the ruts of 
peacetime habits and customs. A 
new tempo is needed, new devo- 
tion, and a more total effort to 
finish quickly with the horrors of 
war. 


“IT have seen that efforts are be- 
ing made in the Soviet Union, I 
have witnessed, too, the Chinese, 
ill-equipped, lacking many of the 
essential supplies, indomitably car- 
rying on their defense year after 
year and wearing down the ag- 
gressor who has penetrated deep 
into their homeland. 

“Now is the time for India and 
her people to join their courage, 
their strength, and their endurance 
in the great heroic and worldwide 
army of common people and to 
take her part in those smashing 
blows for victory against brutality 
and aggression which shall forever 
free the masses from the agelong 
fear and tragedy of poverty and 
of war.”

Stand Recalled. 


At the last meeting of the All- 
India Congress committee after 
commencement of war in the Pa- 
cific it was stated. that: 

“Only a free and independent 
India can be in a _ position to 
undertake the defense of the coun- 
try on a national basis and be 
able to help in furtherance of 
larger causes that are emerging 
from the war.” 

The British war cabinet’s new 
proposals relate principally to the 
future upon cessation of hostilities. 

The committee, while recogniz- 
ing that’ self-determination for the 
people of India is accepted in 
principle in that uncertain future, 
regret that¢this is fettered and 
circumscribed and that certain 
provisions have been introduced 
which gravely imperil the develop- 
ment of a free and united national 
government and establishment of a 
democratic state. 

Even the constitution «making 
body is so constituted that the 
people’s right of self-determination 
is vitiated by introduction of non- 
representative elements. 


People’s Demand. 


The people of India. have as a 
whole clearly demanded full inde- 
pendence, and the Congress have 
repeatedly declared that no other 
status except that of independence 
for the whole of India cotld be 
agreed to or could meet the essen- 
tial requirements of the present 
situation, 

The committee recognize that 
future independence may be im- 
plicit in the proposals but the ac- 
companying provisions and restric- 
tions are such that real freedom 
may well become an illusion. 

The complete ignoring of 90 
millions of people in the Indian 
states and their treatment as com- 
modities at the disposal of their 
rulers is a negation both of de- 
mocracy and self-determination. 

While the representation of an 
Indian state in the constitution- 
making body is fixed on a popula- 
tion basis the people of the state 
have no voice in choosing those 
representatives, nor are they to be 
consulted at any stage while deci- 
sions vitally affecting them are 
being taken. 

Such states may in many ways 
become barriers to the growth of 
Indian freedom, enclaves where 
foreign authority still prevails and 
where the possibility of maintain- 
ing foreign armed forces, it has 
been stated, would be-a likely con- 
tingency and a perpetual menace 
to the freedom of the people of the 
states as well as the rest of India.

Local Autonomy. 

Each territorial unit should have 
fullest possible autonomy within 
union consistent with a strong na- 
tional state. 


The proposal now made on the 
part of the British war cabinet en- 
courages and will lead to attempts 
at separation at the very inception 
of union, and thus create friction 
juat when the utmost co-operation 
and good will are most needed. 

This proposal has been made 
presumably to meet communal de- 
mand, but it will have other con- 
sequences also and lead to politi- 
cally reactionary and obscurantist 
groups among the different com- 
munities and create trouble and 
divert public attention from vital 
issues before the country, 

Any proposal concerning the fu- 
ture of India must demand atten- 
tion and scrutiny, but in today’s 
grave crisis it is the present that 
counts and even proposals for the 
future in so far as they affect 
the present. 


The committee necessarily at- 
tached greatest importance to this 
aspect of the question and on this 
ultimately depends what advice 
they should give to those who look

On Feb. 5 Miss Nau wrote 
that some toilet supplies were 
msed up, cigarettes were being 
rationed and the supply of 
games was running short be- 
cause “the hospital population 
is so huge and. shifts in loca- 
tion of patients so frequent.”

WASHINGTON, April 11: (AP). 
~—President Roosevelt, in a letter 
read on a radio program given 
to raise a $7,000,000 relief fund 
for China, said tonight that “China 
has paid in blood, tears and treas- 
Ure as high a price as a people 
can possibly pay for the freedom 
in which it believes.” 

In a letter to Paul G. Hoffman, 
chairman of the United China Re- 
lief, Roosevelt recalled that this 
Government had expressed on sev- 
eral occasions its sense of the im- 
portance of the “magnificent re- 
sistance of the Chinese people to 
our common foe.” 

Since China took the field five 
years ago, Roosevelt wrote, “three 
million Chinese have given their 
lives that China might be free, 
Fifty million Chinese citizens, 
driven out of their farms and 
villages and cities by the Japan- 
ese, are now refugees in their own 
land.” . 

The President said-that “Ameri- 
cans who wish to give concrete 
expression to China’s valiant fight 
are given, by your campaign, a 
splendid opportunity to do so.”

GAIN 28 PT. FRON 
FIRST'4) QUARTER 


29,285,585 Carried in 
City, Mill Tax Report 
Shows—6 Pct. Increase 
From Christmas Period. 


The continuing upsurge in street- 
car riding resulted in a 28 per cent 
gain in fares coliected in the first 
quarter of this year as compared 
with a year ago. This was shown 
by the Public Service Co’s mill-tax 
report filed yesterday with the City 
Register, covering street-car oper- 
ations within the city limits.

In conclusion, it declared that 
the present government was “lack- 
ing in competence” to undertake 
defense and “it is only the people 


‘of India, through their popular 


representatives who may shoulder 
this burden worthily.” 

Only “the realization of present 
freedom could light the flame” of 
Indian defense, thé statement said. 

On the other hand, the Moslem 
League, while expressing gratifica- 
tion that Pakistan, the right of 
Moslem autonomy, had been rec- 
ognized, complained that the pro- 
posals did not go far. enough and 
that a Moslem majority. or large 
minority in the provinces would 
be dominated by Hindu assemblies. 

As the negotiations thus came 
to their conclusion, a disquieting 
feature was noted by observers in 
the deterioration of opinion which 
Nationalist leaders hold toward 
America. 

These leaders resented the atti- 
tude of the American press, which 
they: considered ill-informed and 
patronizing. They also resented 
what they thought was a wide- 
spread feeling in America that 
once Louis Johnson, President 
Roosevelt’s special Minister, came 
to New Delhi all tangles would au- 
tomatically disappear. 

Indian Congressmen were now 
talking of American imperialism 
as being more dangerous than 
British imperialism because Amer- 
ican imperialism, they said, was 
not based on territorial acquisition 
but upon commercial supremacy 
and was “more up-to-date 
streamlined.” 

Remarks such as “America wants 
to stép into India economically,” 
were heard everywhere. 

Many observers predicted an im- 
mediate worsening of relations be- 
tween the Hindus and Moslems. 
The Moslem League long has been 
suspicious of the predominantly 
Hindu Congress, and is now con- 
vinced that the Congress party will 
never give Moslems a square deal.

New reverues of three billions 
might be obtained, he estimated, 
by severe increases of tax rates 
on corporate excess profits and net 
income. About four billions could 
be added to revenues from indi- 
vidual income taxes by lowering 
income brackets and reducing ex- 
emption and dependent credits. He 
calculated that $1,500,000,000 of 
new revenues could be obtained 
by increasing excise taxes, another 
billion from a Federal sales tax 
and two extra billions from en- 
larged social security payments, 
which were described as “forced 
loans.” 

This aggregate of hypothetical 
new taxes, about 12 billions, said 
Prof. Crum, if superimposed on 
Treasury estimates of $17,500,000,- 
000 for 1942-43, would give a pos- 
sible total of nearly 30 billions of 
tax revenues, leaving 32 billions to 
be obtained by borrowing in order 
to meet proposed expenditures of 
62 billions during that year, of 
which 56 billions are earmarked 
for war purposes. 

Alternatives Cited. 

Voluntary purchases of Govern- 
ment securities out of current sav- 
ings, he pointed out, are today at 
the rate of only 20 billions a year, 
so that there is little reason to 
expect that the amount required 
can be obtained from this source. 
The Government's alternative, de- 
clared Prof. Crum, is to make com- 
pulsory the purchase of war bonds, 
or else to increase the danger of 
inflation by borrowing from banks. 

“Ail‘ who have eyes to see,” he

Mayor and the Merit System;

“The merit system bill was handed on to 
this administration by the previous one,’’ he 
said, “and it presented legal questions, some 
of which might be removed by amendments. 
I could have sent the bill back to the Alder- 
men, but I knew that would open the way for 
various changes, an might delay the election 
beyond the date fixed. .If, after that, it 
failed, I would have been blamed for killing 
it.

“I did what I could to persuade the Al- 
dermen, but the really important question 
was what the army of city employes would 
do at the polls. If those 7400 employes had 
been working gt the polls all day Sept. 16, 
would the amendment have passed? Re- 
member that it went over by only 2900. Re- 
member, too, the established custom of clos- 
ing City Hall every election day. 

“At 9:30 o’clock Sunday night, Sept. 14, 
I announced that City Hall would be open as 
usual Tuesday, and that employes would have 
time off only for their own voting.

Accepted; Temporary Basis. 

“Since the adoption of the amendment 
and: appointment of. the commissioners, all 
lawyers, I have accepted their decision and 
the advice of their highly qualified counsel, 
Charles P. Williams, and have continued the 
Efficiency Board in thé necessary task.’ of 
handling city personnel.

His Campaign to Organize 
Dairy Workers; 30,000 Claimed. 

On the convenient theory that there is an 
industrial relationship between coal miners 
and milk producers, because certain of the 
by-products of milk compete with certain of 
the by-products of coal, Lewis has started an 
intensive campaign to bring dairy farmers 
into his District 50.

Thwarted in his other efforts to come 
back, Lewis, it would seem from all the 
available evidence, has set out to create a 
new labor empire—of his own. For the 
country, no less than the labor movement, 
his effort has far-reaching implications. 


Only Most Fanatical Aids 
Think That He Is Altruistic. 


Lewis himself is not telling what he pro- 
poses to do. He can be judged only from the 
record and from his present activities. It is 
possible to believe from the record that he 
was dominated by personal ambition, even in 
the days when he was most applauded for his 
service to the worker; or it is possible to be- 
lieve that he has undergone a fundamental 
change—that whereas the desire for personal 
power was but secondary, as he clawed his 
way to leadership in the labor movement, 
this desire, through his embitterment, has 
become the ruling obsession of his life. Mus- 
solini, it is recalled, was once a Socialist. 


There is an alternative: That Lewis, de- 
spite all visible evidence to the contrary, is 
motivated now, primarily, by zeal for the 
workers’ welfare and not by considerations 
of power or revenge. Save among the fanat- 
ical followers of Lewis, that is an alternative 
that finds scant acceptance, and if accepted, 
it is likely to be with the reservation that 
the present zeal of Lewis, whatever the moti- 
vation, is a zeal that plays directly into the 
hands of labor’s enemies. 


Man of Contrasts: Both Tough 
and Suave, Miner and Executive. 


It is possible that Lewis himself does not 
know the answers to the questions that his 
new bid for power—whether power for him- 
self or for the “common man”’——has posed. 
His whole history is confusing—confusing 
not alone to others but, there is reason to 
believe, to himself. It is a history reflecting 
the contrasts in the man himself: He is both 
tough and suave; he is at once the miner

Break With Roosevelt Raised

Small Plants. ~

WASHINGTON, April 11.—The 
American Federation of Labor, in 
its monthly survey for April, pub- 
lished today, charges that “hun- 
dreds of plants able to do war 
work and eager to convert are 
still standing idle or partly idle 
because they cannot get con- 
tracts.” xe 

As an instance, the Federation 
cites the stove industry, which has 
been cut to 60 per cent of its 
civilian production, Stove com- 
panies, it is stated, were not even 
permitted to bid on a contract for 


field stoves recently awarded to}. 


an automobile company which had 
giready had hundreds of millions 
ef dollars of war work on its 


books. 

Also, an electrical manufacturer 
“overcrowded with half a billion 
dollars of waz contracts,” ob- 


tained a large contract for air 
plane bomb carriers which the 
stove industry could have made. 
Local unions have reported many 
other cases, the AFL says, where 
contracts have been denied to 
small companies able to deliver 
immediately, and the work given 
to overcrowded large concerns. 


“A steady stream of requests 
for war work is reaching us,” the 
Federation says, “from local 
unions whose members are idle 
because their employers have tried 
without success to get war con- 
tracts.” 

Faulty reporting by the press is 
blamed for whatever progress 
may have been made by “one of 
the most vicious anti-labor cam- 
paigns on record, attempting to 
pass Federal laws to curb unions 
and destroy work standards.” The 
proposed legislation, the AFL, says, 
would not aid production, but 
would break down hard-won stand- 
ards which are actually speeding 
the war effort. 

Discussion of Overtime. 


These points, among others, are 
made by the Federation in reply to 
the campaign for legislative curbs 
on labor: 

That workers in war indus- 
tries are working 50, 55 and up 
to 70 hours a week. 

That, while these workers 
earned an average of 8 to 14 
per cent more than normal 
straight-time pay in January as 
& result of overtime payments, 
the 1941 profits) of companies- 
paying overtime in the alumi- 
num, aircraft, shipbuilding and 
machine tools industries were 
from two to seven times “a nor- 
mal profit of 7 per cent on net 
worth.”

Attacks State Police Law. 

The Mayor here interposed, with- 
out suggestion of the interviewer, 
his positive and pungent opinion 
as to the constitutionality of the 
present State police law (Secs. 
7699-7700 R. &.), which requires the 
St.Louis Board of Aldermen to ap- 
propriate the full amount demand- 
ed by the Police Board, and pro- 
vides for removal and fining of 
any Alderman or city officer who 
fails to do his required part in vot- 
ing and providing the money. The 
law is a relic of the war- 
fare of the State and city political 
machines of more ‘than 40 years 


ago. 

“I’ve told lawyers the provisions 
of that police law,” the Mayor said, 
“and I have had to show them the 
printed text before they would be- 
lieve that such a law existed. [I 
don’t believe the present Missouri 
Supreme Court would uphold a law 
which tells an Alderman how he 
must vote under penalty of remov- 
al from office.” ‘ 

The Mayor did not indicate that 
he’ planned any immediate test of 
the police law. In recent years, 
police boards, apparently realizing 
that such a test might be made, 
have been more ready to consult 
with the Mayor and Comptroller 
about their budgets than they were 
in the early 1900s. 

Appointment of Tucker. 

Another matter in which, the 
Mayor said, he voluntarily “took 
the heat,” was the appointment of 
a Democratic Smoke Commissioner 
and Assistant Commissioner. Com- 
missioner Raymond R. Tucker 
was obtained only after negotia- 
tions with Washington University. 
The objective was reduction of 
smoke, and it was reduced, by 
hourage measurement, from the 
previous winter, although industry 
was more active in 1941-42 than in 
1940-41. . 

To keep up and improve that 
record, under wartime restrictions, 
is one of the biggest municipal 
tasks of ‘42-43, and don’t think the 
Mayor doesn’t recognize it.

Reese said Continental’s net 
profit in 1941 was $3,231,724 on 
sales of $31,564,631. Against that, 
he said, plant and machinery in- 
vestment already amounted to $3,- 
100,000 and another $700,000 was 
to be spent immediately.

The effect of the order on FHA’s 
new construction business is there- 
by limited to that small part of 
current volume not covered by 
defense housing preference rat- 
ings, J. W. Kuhlman, district di- 
rector of the Federal Housing 
Administration for the Eastern 
district of Missouri, reports. 


Exempt from the order are pro- 
jects built for the armed forces and 
a group of other named .Govern- 
ment agencies; construction to re- 
place residences destroyed since 
Jan. 1, by fire, flood, tornado,. 
earthquake or the “public enemy,” 
and petroleum producing and dis- 
tributing facilities which are pro- 
vided for in earlier WPB. actions. 


The result of the order, WPB 
said, will be to allocate scarce 
copper, steel, iron and other 
materials “away from unnecessary 
construction and into ships, planes, 
tanks, guns, defense housing and 
other essential production.” 

No change was made in exist- 
ing regulations permitting con- 
struction of residences, costing up 
to $6000, in defense housing critical 
areas specifically designated by the 
Government. 

The “stop order” is further 
clarified by the following questions 
and answers: 

Q. Does the order apply only to 
private construction? 

A. No, it affects projects of Fed- 
eral, State and local governments 
as well. 

Q. Does it suspend construction 
already under way pending Gov- 
ernment approval? 

A. Nothing in the order halts 
construction already begun, but

WASHINGTON, April 11 (AP). — 
The Navy concluded today that 
many a smart merchant ship skip- 
per has fooled Axis undersea and 
air raiders, : 

Here are some of the cases it 
cited to prove the point: — 

On a dark night along the At- 
lantic Coast a submarine’s spot- 
light picked out an American tank- 
er half a mile away. Twenty-five 
shells, probably incendiary, were 
fired at the ship without a single 
hit. The tanker changed its course, 
dodged several explosive shells, 
e d the submarine’s spotlight 
and éscaped into the darkness. 

On a moonlight night in the 
Pacific, an armed American mer- 
chantman swapped shells with an 
enemy submarine at 2000 yards.

At length 
a Navy patrol plane spotted the 
ship in daylight, the crew re- 
boarded it ‘and steered slowly to- 
ward the coast, with the plane 
showing the way until it was 
forced to ledve at nightfall. The 
ship then anchored until dawn 
when another patrol plane pointed 
the way to a friendly port. 

A Dutch vessel, ng sur- 
vivors from a torpedoed British 
merchantman, sighted a dark blur 
off itg starboard bow which the 
Dutch officers thought was a boat- 
load of other survivors.

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Great Big Unhappy Family 


Misunderstandings and Bitter Bickering Center Around the Dionne Quintuplets

CALLANDER, Ont., April 11. 


6 ¢ YFEEL my period of useful- 
| ness is over.” 

Those were the only words 
spoken publicly by Dr. Allan Roy 
Dafoe to explain his resignation as 
physician to the Dionne quin- 
tuplets. 

Behind the simple statement is 
a great human tragedy acted in a 
theater of world interest, 

It is a story of five little sisters 
who were born straightway into 
universal fame one spring day near- 
ly eight years ago. Their renown, 
which lasted through .the years, 
drew with it wealth and brought 
prosperity to the country round 
their birthplace at Callander, 


But with fame and money and 
worldwide attention came the sad 
things. Misunderstandings, bitter 
bickering, animosities flowing from 
the deepest emotions have sur- 
rounded the little girls, brought the 
tragedy into the story. There has 
been a clash of personalities, of re- 
lifions, of languages, of money 
aims. Conflicts have sprung from 
the varying outlook on life of dif- 
ferent people, all of whom wanted 
the welfare of the children, but 
saw it differently. The tale is a 
complicated one. 


< 

The main characters are the 
mother, 33-year-old Elzire Dionne, 
quick tempered and suspicious; the 
father, Oliva Dionne, not yet 40 but 
deeply cynical after his seven-year 
fight for the custody of his chil- 
dren. Once he wrote King Ed- 
ward and the Pope to have them 
intervene for the reunion of his 
whole family. Now, he is seeing 
success, for when his new home is 
completed he will. live with his 
wife and 12 children under one 
roof, free from the influence of 
Dr. Dafoe, whom he dislikes. 


Dr. Dafoe—59 years old and dis- 
illusioned, realizing that five cute 

rls who used to pull his white 

air and call him “Doctor Dapoe,” 
have lost their love for him. The 
five girls have had their minds 
turned, have witnessed outbursts 
of anger and physical violence, 
have heard their doctor tell them 
one thing, their parents another. 
They, too, are sufferers. 

For the background, look briefly 
to that morning of May 28, 1934, 
when Dr. Dafoe was roused from 
sleep in his brick home in Callan- 
der to attend farmer Dionne’s wife. 
Two children had been born when 
he arrived, three others were de- 
livered by him. Dr, Dafoe didn’t 
have the statistics at his fingertips, 
but it wasn’t necessary for him to 
know that the odds were 57,000,000 
to 1 against the birth of quintuplets, 
that never in medical history had

quintuplets remained unbroken for 
more than 50 minutes. 

But the children survived for a 
few hours and the first hint out- 
siders had of the astounding birth 
was a telephone call to the North 
Bay Nugget: “Will it cost any 
more,” the voice said, “to an- 
nounce the birth of five daughters 
instead of one?” And to Dr. Allan 
Roy 9 a physician for 25 
years in this remote area, to whom 
nothing spectacular had ever hap- 
pened, came the stupendous re- 
sponsibility of keeping alive five 
miracle children and their mother. 
In the rush of later events few 
people realized that the feat of 
saving Mrs. Dionne was almost as 
great as that of saving the chil- 
dren. She was in a critical condi- 
tion, and last rites were admin- 
istered, 

x * * 

HE scenes were pitiful in those 
T cary days. Dr. Dafoe and his 

first nurses, one of whom was 
Mme. Louis de Kiriline, found a 
frame farmhouse with few facili- 
ties. The Quints’ first crib was a 
crowded laundry basket, their first 
food eyedroppers of milk, corn 
syrup and rum. 

What might be considered the 
first hint to the mother that she 
was not going to be with her chil- 
dren as often as she had expected 
came when a screen was put up 
to separate them, to protect the 
babies from outside contact, They 
managed to get through those first 
tough weeks and the Dionne fam- 
ily still lived together. 

Then the real split took place. 
When the children vere four 
months old they were stricken 
with intestinal toxemia. Special- 
ists said blood transfusions were 
necessary, but Dr. Dafoe didn't 
think that even those would save 
all of them, believed that the only 
hope was to care for them private- 
ly, to get them away from the farm- 
house. Thus he moved them one 
rainy afternoon to the still incom- 
pleted nursery across the road. 
Five days later the crisis passed. 
But the harm so far as the parents 
were concerned was done. Mrs. 
Dionne was without her children— 
a wire fence and a gate with a 
lock had to be approached each 
time she wanted to see them.

R. AND MRS. DIONNE, of 

course, could visit the Quints, 

but ‘the nurses and doctor, 
with serious problems on their 
hands, shunned their pleas to bring 
the rest of the family to the nurs- 
ery, to feed their five daughters the 
way they wanted, to clothe them 
the way they wanted. Resentment 
toward the “intruders” mounted 
and this was fanned by money- 
wise promoters who saw the 
chance to win financial control of 
the babies by beating out Dr. Da- 
foe. 

Early, contracts the. parents 
signed got them into lawsuite-when - 


Dr. Dafoe refused to allow the 
Quints to be shown at fairs or to 
be exploited. It was after they 
had embroiled themselyes deeply 
that the Ontario government 
stepped in and passed an order-in- 
council making the children wards 
of the King. The Dionnes’ bitter- 
ness grew. Dr. Dafoe was appoint- 
ed official: physician whether they 
liked it or not. 

There was pressure, too, on the 
parents from the clergy. People 
close to the situation point to a 
local priest who cut himself in, at 
7% per cent, as their manager soon 
after the birth. He was out when 
complications over early contracts 
arose, Oliva blamed him for much 
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of the trouble, but later turned 
again to the church for guidance. 
Since then it has exerted great in- 
fluence over the children, and even 
at this early date neighbors report 
that Oliva says the Quints are des- 
tined for convent life. 

More tact and diplomacy on the 
part of Dr.“Dafoe and the nurses 
might have prevented a good deal 
of the friction from the start. Mme. 
de Kiriline; who was with them as 
nurse for a year, admits that now. 
“We spent all our time trying to 
save the ‘babies, but if we had had 
a little more foresight about. the 

the parents would feel all 
this would have been averted. Mrs, 
Dionne thought we were trying to 
‘keep her children from her. If we 


had only stopped to understand her 
primitive mother feelings! If we 
had only taken the time to con- 
vince her we were helping her!” 

Dr. Dafoe admitted to me, too, 
that he had not been very diplo- 
matic with the parents, but, he de- 
clared, ‘my job was to keep the 
children alive. They would have 
died if I had given in to all the 
outside demands.” 

A lock on a gate symbolized the 
trouble, Mdm. de Kiriline said. “I 
realized that a few weeks ago when 
I went to see the children. The 
guards wouldn’t let me in the en- 
closure until they got permission. 
I saw in a flash how Mrs, Dionne 
must have felt all those years—

waiting to have a locked gate 
opened so she could see her own 
children.” 

Even though separation was nec- 
essary in the early days, the Quints 
should have been reunited with the 
rest of the Dionne family when 
they were 3, she believes, “They 
were strong enough then, and if a 
woman had been put in charge, 
someone who would know how a 
mother feels about children, all 
these extra years of unhappiness 
would not have happened.” 


In her year’s association with the 


five sisters she had learned to love 
them as her own. How. did she feel 
when she saw them recently? “I 
was disappointed in them. I 
thought they were not as pretty. 
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They have very bad teeth. They 
didn’t know me at first, of course 
—I hadn’t seen them since they 
were babies—but their brother told 
them who I was. Then. I heard 
five little voices cry out my name 
as they came running to me. They 
bowed very sweetly.” . 

Why did she quit the Dionne 
nursery? “I thought the, parents 
were as opposed to me as they 
were the doctor and that if I would 
leave there would be peace. But 
that didn’t help.” 

Other nurses tell the same story. 
“It was too much,” one of them 
said. “The fight was always go- 
ing on.” In all, the Quints have 
had 14 nurses, with only one last- 
ing more than a year. They faced 
constant bickering and hardship. 
Once for instance, a nurse took 
away Yvonne’s candy because she 
misbehaved. Mrs. Dionne heard of 
this, rushed to the nurse and 
slapped her while the children 
watched. “You will listen to me, 
not to her,” the mother cried. 

Attacks weren’t one sided by any 
means. Once, too, a husky nurse 
who objected to Papa Dionne’s in- 
terference lifted him by the seat of 
the pants and threw him bodily out 
of the nursery. 

What about Oliva? You'll have 
to look far to find a more embit- 
tered man than he. He thinks he 
has been given a raw deal right. 
along the line, especially by the 
press. He is resentful and jealous 
of the publicity given to Dr. Da- 
The papers made him appear 
as an ignorant backwoodsman, 
while Dr. Dafoe gained all the 
prominence.

HERE was no need to create 
a character so far as Dr. Da- 
foe was concerned, He was a 
natural—homespun, full of earthy 
philosophy. His unkempt white 
hair, his easygoing manner. of 
speaking, his skill and modesty all 
helped to win over newspapermen. 
He often turned to his reporter- 
friends for help, he recalls. “I 
would have been lost without them. 
They kept me wige to things out- 
side. After all, I had been stuck in 
here so long.” During the early 
days, when there was no definite 
source of money, newspapers kept 
the children supplied with necessi- 
ties, even diapers, and arranged for 
plane shipments of mother’s milk 
from Reporters were his 
friends and still are. He has lost 
none of his charm and natural 
ness. 

In contrast, there’s Oliva—sus- 
picious, wary, not anxious to be 
friendly. I met him after Mrs. 
Dionne, big and healthy-looking, 
wearing a patched blue apron, an- 
swered their simple farmhouse 
door and pointed to the barn., She 
keeps to the background, letting 
Oliva do all the talking. “See my 
husband,” she said in French, che 
is in the barn.” 

Papa Dionne was in a .rustic- 
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enough setting. He wore a red 
lumber jacket, high boots and 
black beaver hat. He calmly pitch- 
forked hay to his two cows and 
two horses while I spoke to him 
He still runs his farm, goes hunt- 
ing and fishing. He is a smal) 
man, much smaller than his wife. 


I had expected to find him hap- 


‘py with the fame and money that 


have come his way—he gets $300 
a month for his other children— 
$2500 a year as guardian—but I 
was shocked. He was not happy, 
far from it. He felt he had been 
wronged, misrepresented and even 
persecuted. 
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ID he have anything to say 

about Dr. Dafoe’s resignation, 

in view of the friction that had 
always existed between them? He 
looked at me silently for a mo- 
ment, his brown eyes flashed; then 
he said: “I have no comment to 
make.” 


He hedged off other questions, 
recalling past experiences when 
statements had been twisted. I 
asked why, if he believed he had 
been wronged and his side had 
not been presented fairly, he did 
not fight back. 

“What's thé use of fighting 
back,” he said, “no one wants to 
believe me.” 

“But,” I argued, “people are just 
and fair. They'll listen to you.” 

“Justice,” he said quickly. “Do 
you think there’s any justice 
left?” 

The children’s dislike for Dr. 
Dafoe—in contrast to their love 
of earlier days—was built up slow- 
ly. Barliest signs of coming fric- 
tion were seen last April, when he 
was away for two months to un- 
dergo a serious operation. Other 
doctors were brought in. Ever 
since, Dr. Dafoe believes their feel- 
ings toward him dropped until it 
reached a point when he could no 
longer carry on with any satis- 
faction. Hence the resignation. 

From all indications it appears 
that Dr. Iidor Joyal of North Bay, 
will look after their medical care. 
He was called in recently when 
Dr. Dafoe was in Toronto and 
when Marie was supposed to have 
suffered from m atrophy 
of the leg. Dr. Joyal would make 
no statement, when asked whether 
Marie really had been ill.

shots as possible in the latest but still untitled movie in the four- 


year-old Kildare series. 

At the time of his induction into 
the objectors’ camp, Ayres dis- 
closed that he had requested as- 
signment to the Medical Corps in 


_ view of training he had received 


in first aid. The request was re- 
fused. After reaching the camp, 
according to news stories pub- 
lished Friday, Ayres applied for 
reclassification to 1-AO, which 
would permit him to perform such 
non-combatant work as ambulance 
driving.

Lewis B. Hershey said this would 
probably be done. . | 

According to a St. Louis mem- 
ber of the National Red Cross 
staff who recently returned from 
the West Coast, Ayres months ago 
qualified as a first aid instructor 
and taught three classes a week 
at the studio. He took over the 
class with no fan-fare, but the 
word quickly got around and from » 
a modest number of pupils the 
membership quickly jumped to 250, 
mostly women. Ayres, according 
to the St. Louisan, liked the work 
and discussed with officials the 
possibility of giving up his movie 
job entirely in ord*r to devote full 
time to first aid instruction. 

Regardiess of these develop- 
ments, just coming to public knowl- 
edge, having an unreleased Ayres 
film on hand- when their hero 
turned thumbs down on fighting 
for Uncle Sam was a bad break 
for the Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer stu-

Asked this past week on the oc- 
casion of his induction into the 
conscientious obiectors’ camp if 
his role in Erich Maria Remarque’s 
“All Quiet on the Western Front” 
had influenced him toward his 
anti-war philosophy, Ayres said: 

“Yes, I guess it did. I’m quite 
sure it did.” 

In a prepared statement, he‘ 
attempted to justify his stand. He 
explained that he was “in early

After high school he was shipped 
off to the University of Arizona 
and there joined the school orches- 
tra. In.the band were other boys 
who, like Lew, thought school 
rather a waste of time, and so the 
troupe dropped out and drifted 
toward the Mexican border.

The trip to the film center gave 
Lew the idea of trying to crash the 
movies and when the Halstead 
band folded, Lew stayed on in Hol- 
lywood. He had $50 in cash and 
$70 back pay coming for the Vita- 
phone work. He lived that up, still 
without discovering the magic key 
to a casting director's heart, took 
other band jobs and managed to 
exist by eating somewhat irregu- 
larly for almost two years.

TROLLING into Hollywood’s 
Roosevelt Hotel one afternoon 
along about the tea dance hour, 

Lew Ayres saw a very pretty girl. 
She smiled at him. He asked her to 
dance. The upshot of the thing 
was not, as you may be ready to 
guess, a romance. The outcome 
was that Lew Ayres was spied by 
an actor’s agent. The agent had 
recognized the girl as an actress, 
and assumed that Lew was one 
also. | 

Through this agent Lew Ayres 
finally landed a contract with the 
late Paul Bern at $75 a week. Six 


‘months later, at the end of his 
-first option, he was again out of a 


job. He had played one bit in a 
thing called “The Sophomore.” 
Discouraged hut not defeated, 
Ayres went grimly through test 
after test, and finally after more 
months of waiting, he got a phone

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call. The Great Garbo had seen 
an Ayres test and wanted him for 
the juvenile lead in “The Kiss.” 
From $75 a week, Lew went up 
to $350. But the prosperity was 
short lived. Garbo may have 
wanted him for a picture, but no 
one else did, ’ 

Finally Paul Bern again came 
to the rescue. This time he recom- 
mended Ayres to Lewis Milestone. 
The result was the role that land- 
ed Ayres in the cinema spotlight. 
As the bewildered Paul in “All 
Quiet on the Western Front,” he 
turned in a performance that sur- 
prised a Hollywood that is prac- 
tically surprise-proof. 

In the next few years after “All 
Quiet,” Lew Ayres made 40 or 50 
pictures, but in none did he at- 
tain the heights of his role as 
Paul. In fact, a great many of 
his efforts fell in something lower 
than Class B films. A couple of 
marriages, both short lived, to 
Lola Lane and Ginger Rogers, kept 
him in the spotlight for a while, 
but as far as pictures went he 
slipped backwards instead of strid- 
ing forward. He tried his hand 
at directing. but gave that up 
when he was offered: the role of 
Ned in “Holiday.” He turned in 
a remarkably fine performance, 
was promptly put into “Rich Man, 
Poor Girl,” turned in another good 
performance and was signed by 
Metro to a long-term contract for 
a starring role in the Kildare 
series,

ILL shorts, like slacks, be 

more in evidence everywhere 

this summer? If so, a fig- 
ure check-up now will help you to 
wear these brief garments more 
gracefully. 


The ability to look well in shorts

depends on your figure and not on © 


your age. in years. Not today, 
when a woman of 40 may have as 
good legs and figure as her teen- 
age daughter. If you take care 
of your figure you can wear just 
about anything you like, including 
shorts—if the/ time and place per- 
mit. 


Of course, the girl who reveals 
her limbs should first make sure 
that they are presentable, as much 
as she can make them so. Legs 
that are too plump, for example, 
don’t add to a gal’s glamor, wheth- 
er she’s 16 or 46. 

In cutting down leg measure- 
ments*and attaining limb shapeli- 
ness, the first step is to get rid of 
excess poundage.

NEW YORK, April 11. 
OME radio listeners like him 
and some don’t, but they all 
know him, and no wonder, be- 
cause for 20 years H. V. Kalten- 
born has been on the air as a 
news commentator, 


He has been acclaimed and dis- 
claimed—having lost a sponsor or 
two because of his forthright ex- 
pressions of opinion — but his 
genius was formally recognized 
this month when his twentieth 
anniversary in radio was com- 
memorated by the National Broad- 
casting Co. with a banquet at the 
Harvard Club here, which is so 
exclusive, it is reported, that even 
the waiters have to be Harvard 
graduates. 


“The Voice,” as he sometimes is 
disrespectfully but affectionately 
named at the studio, was right- 
fully present in another respect 
than being honored guest, It was 
Harvard that sent him bBack to 
the people in 1909 with a degree 
and a Phi Beta Kappa key. These 
honors have never interfered seri- 
ously with his thinking or success. 


Recently his contract with his 
current sponsofs was renewed at 
a significant figure. This appeared 
to surprise the tall, husky, ruddy- 
faced commentator, because at the 
moment he was the subject of 
widespread comment due to re- 
marks on the controversial labor 
subject. In the past, sponsors or 
prospective sponsors have looked 
upon him as a hot potato when 
similar discussions arose -—- some- 
thing to be dropped. 


“Hot potato — that’s just the 
word,” Kaltenborn said in the con- 
ference room at NBC where he 
was interviewed between intermin- 
able engagements. “I was 4 hot 
potato as a reporter with the 
Brooklyn Eagle, I’m still a hot po- 
tato, and please God I'll always 
be one.” 

When “The Voice” first went 
on the air in 1922, he was chiefly 
admired by his listeners because 
of the fact that he could be heard. 
His fan mail consisted mainly of 
acknowledgements that although 
the listener was more than 5600 
miles away, “The Voice” came in 
just as distinctly as though Kal- 
tenborn were seated across the 
table. This usually brought a re- 
ply from Kaltenborn compliment- 
ing the fan on his radio loud 
speaker, probably the original pur- 
pose of the correspondence. 

In that day and for some years 
thereafter radio news was not seri- 
ously accepted by the general pub- 
lic, Many broadcasting stations 
were careless with their facts, sen- 
sation-seeking, sacrificing public 
confidence for the purpose of at- 
tracting an audience. Kaltenborn 
suffered at first, of course, from the 
sing of his associates, but he says 
he has never varied from his first 
established principle of broadcast- 
ing accurate information and hon- 
est opinion, carefully distinguishing 
between the two for the benefit 
of the listener. 


As a result, it is no exaggeration 
to say that today, Kaltenborn is 
considered the dean of radio com- 
mentators and also ig credited with 
having established the pattern for 
radio interpretation of the news. 

“I have never thought it impor- 
tant,” Kaltenborn asserted, “what 
a man’s opinion was as long as it 
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was a reasonable conclusion based 
on the facts at hand at the time. 
Therefore, when I receive letters 
pointing out that some prediction 
I made failed to materialize, it does 
not embarrass me as long as my 
conclusion at the time was reason- 
able. Nothing remains static, cir- 
cumstances change and thus pre- 
dictions are bound to go askew. 
That should not deter the commen- 
tator from predicting. If he is cor- 
rect three times out of five, that, 
as Teddy Roosevelt said, is the 
mark of a successful man.”

ALTENBORN has always con- 
K siaerea it his duty as a com- 
mentator to express opinions 
regardless of the danger of be- 
ing rebutted at a later date by a 
contrary conclusion, or despite the 
fact that his opinion might be un- 
popular at the moment. It was in 
this manner that he became the 
hot potato of radio, unhired by 
commercial sponsors and at times 
unloved by listeners. ' 
One of his early experiences 
came in the middle twenties when 
he returned from a visit to the 
U. 8. 8. R. and declared into the 
microphone that in his opinion he 
knew “that there were many who 
would agree that the United States

should recognize the Soviet Union.” 
One of the first scathing letters 
came from the Secretary of State. 

“Wrote a very snooty letter,” 
Kaltenborn recalled with a chuckle, 
“pointing out all the objections to 
the Russian way of life. I replied 
that I didn’t think it was good 
diplomacy to be impolite to any- 
one, even to me. Then I began to 
receive mail by the bales denounc- 
ing me on one point or another for 
my recommendation. I don’t be- 
lieve I received a single letter of 
praise. Not even a Communist 
wrote in to thank me.” 

But far from quieting “The 
Voice,” it began to get stronger. 
When the soldiers’ bonus bill was 
proposed, he fought it tooth and 
nail, Veterans’ organizations black- 
listed him, the American Legion 
passed resolutions of condemna- 
tion and sponsors steered clear. 

“T think at the time I was the 
most hated commentator in Amer- 
ica,” Kaltenborn said, “but it is 
all forgotten because in our de- 
mocracy a qualified man is en- 
titled to an opinion even if it 
doesn’t seem so for a while.” 

Several weeks ago, “The Voice” 
was heard protesting the abuse of 
power by labor and protesting pay- 
ment of double wages for Sundays 
and holidays. A storm of criticism

followed from pro-labor organiza- 
tions and individuals. The nature 
of the protests were a source of 
great satisfaction to the pioneer 
of news analysis. 

“Formerly where letters dis- 
agreeing with me were simply 
abusive, I now receive messages 
from union leaders making con- 
structive argument against my 
point of view. The bulk of the 
opposition mail was intelligent and 
courteous. It is true that I find 
that in the full course of it I was 
called ‘a Hitler agent,’ ‘a labor 
baiter,’ ‘Schickelgruber, and a 
‘company stooge,’ but in compensa- 
tion I was named ‘a second Mac- 
Arthur,’ ‘a lone shining star,’ ‘a 
modern Moses,’ and received 16 
nominations for President of the 
United States.

other demonstration of democracy 
took place when his sponsors re- 
newed a lucrative contract in the 
very heat of the controversy, 
whereas in the past he had under- 
gone contrary experiences. 


“I think the day will come,” he 
said, “when a commentator will be 
free to give his opinion on any sub- 
ject without fearing that a threat- 
ened boycott will deter his sponsor 
from employing him. The public 
already has shown in my case, and 
in the case of Walter Winchell, 
that an opposition cannot resort to 
this means to suppress a speaker.

Kaltenborn’s pet peeve, even as 
other radio listeners, is the radio 
news announcer or commentator 
who participates in the commer- 
cial. He is president of a newly 
organized commentators’ organiza- 
tion which plans to bar forever 
from membership the man who 
broadcasts: 

“Events looked brighter today as 
the Russians showed their teeth on 
the central front. You can keep 
your teeth looking brighter, too, by 
drinking stainless soup.” 


Hans von Kaltenborn was born 
64 years ago at Milwaukee, Wis., 
where his father settled and mar- 
ried after emigrating from Ger- 
many. When the United States de- 
clared war on Spain he chose the 
Army against high school. After 
the war he completed his academ- 
ic education, served as secretary 
for a Harvard professor, as a tutor 
for Vincent Astor, and as reporter, 
editor and foreign correspondent, 


He dodged bullets in the Span- 
ish rebellion; was kidnapped and 
ransomed from Chinese bandits 
when preparing to interview 
Chiang Kai-shek; talked to Hitler 
and Mussolini. None of it has im- 
pressed him much, although he 
fully realizes its commercial value. 


When the Munich crisis was at 
its height, he lived at the studio 
for days. When Hitler spoke he 
was able to do his own interpret- 
ing from the short-wave, and from 
his knowledge of the German 
language he was able to make 
daring predictions of war. which 
ultimately followed. He has trav- 
eled to most of the corners of the 
world, remote and otherwise. He 
never prepares a script or reads 
a written line on the air, always 
speaking from notes. He is mar- 
ried to the daughter of a former 
German diplomat and has two chil- 
dren. 

And, of all things, he lives in 
Brooklyn.

MACK in the heart of that 
section of Manhattan known 
as Tin Pan Alley is an un- 
pretentious saloon called Char- 
lie’s Tavern, The place's clientele 


is made up almost exclusively - 


of musicians from the popular 
dance bands. 

If you should be fortunate 
enough to know such a musi- 
cian, and if you could get him 
to take you into the inner circle 

_ at Charlie’s Tavern, you'd learn 

a lot about music and song. 

Yesterday a trumpet player 

.of my acquaintance sat me 

down in a booth, told me to 
keep my mouth shut and nfy 
ears open, and started talking 
about songs with three other 
musicians, 

First off I was a little sur- 
prised to hear one of the mu- 
sicians say: ; 

“‘Blues in. the Night’ is the 
best blues song ever written— 
it’s got ‘em all beat and will 


outlive every one of the others.” 


One of the others agreed 
with him and two dissented. 
Then they got to talking about 
the old ballads, and it devel- 
oped that one member of the 
group, a pianist, is something 
of an authority on the history 
of popular songs. During his 
long discourse, I was able to 
pick up all kinds of informa- 
tion, but I can’t vouch for its 
authenticity. 


He said, for example, that 
the expression “blues” origi- 
nated with W. C. Handy’s first 
band down in Memphis. Handy’s 
men wore blue uniforms, and 
were called “The Blues,” and 
in time the melodious melan- 
choly of their music became 


known as “the blues.” And the 


drummer was a grinning fire- 
ball named Jasbo. The people 
of Beale street loved his fren- 
zied work on the skins, and 
sometimes would holler, “More 
Jas! More Jas!” And that, said 
the pianist, is where the 
“jazz” came from. , 

The more interesting story, 
however, concerns the origin of 


the ever-popular ballad, “Down 
by the Old Mill Stream.” Here’s 
the way I got it from the 
pianist: 

There was a girl named Buda 
Godman who lived in a village 
on the banks of the Blanchard 
River—a mere stream in North- 
ern Ohio.

Tell Taylor and Buda got 
sweet on each other and, about 
1907, they were married, They 
went to live in Chicago, but in 
1910 they returned to the 
Blanchard River and went out 
to visit the place where they 
had first met, That's where the

Stream,” hit Tell Taylor between 
the eyes. 

That same year Buda, who 
was on the wild side, divorced 
him, She went her way, work- 
ing in hamburger joints and 
factories, winding up at last 
with the old racing crowd in 
Chicago. In 1916 she was in- 
dicted for shaking down a 
Chicago merchant by way of 
the old badger game. She dis- 
appeared and turned up in New 
York, using the name of Helen 
Smith. She had rich men for 
lovers and then, in 1932, she 
was arrested for a part in a 
$305,000 jewel robbery. 

Buda got a prisoh term and 
all through her trouble, didn't 
identify herself as the inspira- 
tion for one of the great bal- 
lads, She was paroled in 1935 
and still has to report to the 
parole board. She’s somewhere 
around New York today, hiding 
her identity and, perhaps, grow- 
ing a little wistful whenever 
she hears that song.

Substantial Salad 


By George Rector 


FAVORITE old English supper 
Asien is known as Salmagundi. 

It is a substantial salad made 
of meat, pickles, cooked vegetables 
and hard-cooked eggs. If one likes 
the flavor of anchovy this salad 
offers an excellent means of intro- 
ducing that flavor, too. Anchovies 
come all packed in olive oil, or if 
you care to go to a little extra 
work (with a saving in the pur- 
chase price) you may get the kind 
that are packed in salt. These 
salt anchovies are prepared by 
soaking in vinegar for about 30 
minutes. They are then lifted out 
of the vinegar and held under a 
slow stream of cold water, gently 
rubbing off small bones and fins, 
Thus prepared they are then 
placed on a plate and covered with 
olive oil. Let stand at least one 
hour before using. Salted an- 
chovies come in bulk and can be 
purchased in most Italian grocery 
stores. 


SALMAGUNDI SALAD 


Two cups cooked meat, diced; 
one-half cup potatoes, diced; one- 
half cup carrots, diced; one-half 
cup green peag or string beans; 
one-half cup French dressing; one 
medium onion, chopped fine; two 
hard-cooked eggs, chopped fine; 
one-half cup sweet pickle, chopped 
fine; mayonnaise; léttuce; cold 
sliced beets; five or six anchovies 
(optional). 

Cold lamb, beef, veal or pork 
may be used in the recipe. Put 
diced meat, potatoes, carrots and 
green peas in a large mixing bowl 
and pour over the well seasoned 
French dressing. . Add the chopped 
onion; toss all together lightly 
and let marinate for 20 minutes. 


Then add chopped eggs and pickle 
and enough mayonnaise to moisten 
and again toss lightly, taking care 
not to mash or break the vege- 
tables. Serve on crisp lettuce 
leaves and decorate the salad with 
cold sliced beets. If anchovies are 
used in the recipe add them to 
the salad with the chopped eggs 
and pickle, 


LAMB EN CASSEROLE. 


Two pounds of lean lamb cut 
in pieces for serving. Sprinkle with 
salt and pepper, dredge lightly 
with flour and brown lamb in large 
frying pan with two tablespoons 
of olive oil, Remove lamb to cas- 
serole, add two cloves and crushed 
garlic, two whole leeks, one green 
pepper, which has been cut into 
eighths and all seeds removed, and 
a small piece of bay leaf. Sprinkle 
one teaspoon of salt over meat 
and vegetables and pack the cas- 
serole with egg plant which has 
been peeled and cut into one-inch 
dice. Pour over one cup of well 
seasoned lamb stock, cover cas- 
serole and place in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) to -cook for 
three hotirs. Uncover casserole, 
baste over the top with some of 
the essence in bottom of casserole, 
return to oven uncovered and baste 
three times at five minute inter- 
als. Serve from casserole. . 


WHOLE WHEAT BISCUITS 


(Parker House Style). 
Three cups whole wheat flour, 
three teaspoons baking 
one teaspoon soda, one teaspoon 
salt, one and one-third cups sour 
= our tablespoons softened 
utter. 


Toss whole wheat flour lightly, 
then measure, Sift baking powder, 
soda and salt, to flour and 
mix thoroughly. Add milk and cut 
into a soft dough. Turn onto 
slightly floured board, roll to one- 
quarter inch thickness. Spread with 
softened butter and cut out with 
large biscuit cutter. Fold over in 
halves, pressing edges firmly to- 
gether. Bake in hot oven (450 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) 15 minutes.

Soups that are quickly made 
from ingredients that every well 
stocked pantry hold are a boon to 
the average household. I have two 
recipes in mind that I am sure you 
will enjoy knowing about. We will 
give the corn chowder first. 

CORN CHOWDER. 

One-half cup chopped salt pork, 
two slices onion, one bay leaf, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-quarter tea- 
spoon pepper, one cup raw pota- 
toes, diced; two cups water, three 
tablespoons flour, two cups milk, 
one can corn (whole kernel). 

Cook pork until lightly browned. 
Add onions and cook two or three 
minutes, Add seasonings, potatoes 
and water; cook until potatoes are 
tender. Thicken with flour mixed 
to a paste with a little cold milk. 
Add the remaining milk and corn. 
Heat thoroughly and serve. 


CRAB BISQUE A LA RECTOR. 


Three tablespoons butter, three 
tablespoons flour, one quart milk, 
oné-half teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon. pepper, dash of nutmeg, 
one tablespoon Worcestershire 
sauce, one-half pound crabmeat 
(fresh or canned); three  table- 
spoons sherry wine (optional); one- 


half cup cream, whipped paprika. 
Melt butter, blend with flour, 
add milk gradually, stirring until 
perfectly smooth. Add seasonings 
and let boil two minutes. Add crab- 
meat, which has been flaked and 
all bits of bone removed. Hold 
over low heat until thoroughly 
heated. Add sherry just before 
serving. Serve in cups with a 
spoonful of whipped cream and a 
dash of paprika over the top. 


RHUBARB CHIFFON PIE. 

Ingredients: . 

One pound rhubarb, one and one- 
third cups sugar, one-half cup cold 
water, one tablespoon plain gela- 
tine, one-half cup boiling water, 


two eggs (separated), one baked 
nine-inch pie shell. 


Cut off leafy tops of rhubarb: 
scrub stems thoroughly, and cut 
in small pieces. Add sugar and 
one-fourth cup of the cold water; 
cover and simmer gently until rhu- 
barb is tender enough to fall apart, 
about 15 to 20 minutes. Soften 
gelatine in rest of cold water; add 
boiling water and stir until] dis- 
solved, Beat egg yolks thorough- 


ly; slowly stir in the hot rhubarb, 


then return to saucepan and cook 
two minutes, stirring constantly. 
Remove from heat and stir in 

‘Cool, then chill until 
mixture just begins to congeal; 
then beat in the egg whites until 
stiff and fold thoroughly into the 
rhuharb mixture. Turn into the 
cooled baked pie shell and chill in 
refrigerator until firm, at least 
two hours. ‘Serve with whipped 
cream if desired. Five or six,

“Girl From Leningrad,” story of a corps of volunteer nurses and 
their pretty leader, Natasha, is more on the Hollywood order than pre- 
vious pictures from the Soviet Union. In fact, the story and action 
scenes have been bought by a Hollywood studio and “Girl From Lenin- 
grad” doubtless will be reissued sometime in the future as “Linda 
From Louisville” or “Dorothy From Denver.” Our domestic casting 
‘agents will have to be discriminating to pick a young lady with more 
luminous eyes than those of Zoya Fyodorova, who plays the lead in 


the original. 


The picture’s chief appeal, nevertheless, is in its description of the 
war. Not since “The Big Parade” has there been a picture which im- 
pressed so emphatically the separate stages of moving up to the front 


and the peril and glory encountered there. 


Bombers overhead’ and 


bombers crashing, surgeons operating skillfully when they themselves 
are about to be blown to bits, ski troops moving forward through frost- 
ed forests and the grotesque and unearthly attack in the Mannerheim 
line are the elements of a dramatic and meaningful movie. 


In one of its three or four endings, “Girl From Leningrad,” has 
Natasha, in dismissing her corps, say “Goodbye—until next time.” These 
words seem to be an afterthought made necessary by more recent 
developments. But one may well believe that the valiant fighting of 
the Russian forces in the past winter was aided by many such nurses 


as those in “Girl From Leningrad” and under circumstances not greatly 
different.

garet Webster as director, is one 
which can trace its ancestry back 
to a celebrated London theater, the 
Old Vic, devoted for many years 
to works of the Bard and other 
classicg of the stage . 


It was at the Old Vic, a former 
rowdy musical hall in London’s 
south suburbs, that Evans first be- 
gan playing Shakespeare, after a 
succession of modern plays and 
musical comedies to which he lent 
a competent baritone voice. In one 
season at the Old Vic, he gained ex- 
experience in “Antony and Cleopa- 
tra,” “The Taming of the Shrew,” 
“Othello,” “Hamlet” and “King 
Richard II.” 

Katharine Cornell brought him 

to America to play opposite her in 
“Romeo and Juliet” on Broadway 
and it was not long after, in Feb- 
ruary, 1937, that “King Richard 
Il” brought Broadway to its feet 
with cheers and the Evans-Web- 
ster cycle was on its way. 
. Miss Webster herself has acted 
at the Old Vic, where, in her own 
words, she learned from the uncut 
versions of Shakespearean plays 
tthat “entertainment was not in- 
compatible with Shakespeare.” 

“King Richard II” was Miss 
Webster’s first professional direc- 
tion of Shakespeare, but she has 
since followed with a full-length 
“Hamlet,” “Henry IV,” “Twelfth 
Night" and “Macbeth,” in which 
Evans and Judith Anderson will 
be seen at the American Theater a 
week from tomorrow night. 

Miss Anderson, known to the 
American stage and screen for a 
succession of wicked characteriza- 
tions in “Mourning Becomes Elec- 
tra,” “The Old Maid” and “Re- 
becca,” was headed for the role of 
Lady Macbeth merely as a part 
of her career. But she, too, was 
invited to play Shakespeare at the 
Old Vic and it was there that she 
received her first experience in the 
role before undertaking it on 
Broadway. 

It happens that “Macbeth,” tale 
of a bloody usurper, has been 
found particularly appealing in the 
present time. Not only does Evans’

in all manner of conceptions and 
managers have treated the play 
with extraordinary variety. 

The first actor of note as Mac- 
beth was one of the greatest of 
the English-speaking stage, 
Thomas Betterton, who first played 
the role in 1664 with the admired 
Mrs. Barry as Lady Macbeth, Bet- 
terton’s contributions were over- 
shadowed, however, by what Da- 
venant, the stage manager, did to 
the text. Davenant, who claimed 
to be Shakespeare's son, 
much proof, .wrote 
Macduff and his wife, for Lady 
Macbeth and for the Witches. A 
contemporary reviewer said “it 
was in the nature of an opera.” 

David Garrick in 1744 retained 
the Davenant Witches and wrote 
in a new death scene for Macbeth. 
He dressed, incidentally,.in the 
bright scarlet of an English offi- 
cer’s uniform. John Philip ‘Kem- 
ble, who followed Garrick, cos- 
tumed Macbeth in proper Scotch 
plaid but wore high waving plumes 
in his cap, until Sir Walter Scott 
presented him an eagle's feather. 

In 1814, Edmund Kean cleared 
away Davenant’s’ Witches and 
kept only Shakespeare’s. Since that 
time scholarly attention to the 
play and to Macbeth’s Scottish 
background have been on the in- 
crease and almost every distin- 
guished actor of the classics has 
found the role inviting. Orson 
Welles, in his Federal Theater 
days, even directed a very com- 
petent version of “Macbeth” with 
a Negro cast, with the setting in 
Haiti and the Witches artists at 
voodoo. , 

At present Miss Webster and 
Evans regard the play with re- 
spect but still insist that it is 
Shakespeare’s “best melodrama,” 
somewhat like motion pictures in 
its change of scene and should be 
played as a drama in action.

Richard Lockridge of the Sun 
agreed that perhaps Steinbeck had 
leaned over backwards in trying

quently leveled at the novel. 


“In ‘The Moon Is Down’,” said 
Lockridge’s review, “John Stein- 
beck has written a sensible, toler 
ant: play on a theme which 80 
engages our emotions that toler 
ance seems almost an impertt 
nence. And since he is less «dre 
matic than the feelings we carry 
into the theater, his play takes on 
the character of an understate 
ment.” Lockridge also used the 
word “disappointing.” 


John Mason Brown of the 


World-Telegram thought that cast- 
ing and direction were responsible 
for “pale, pompous and tepid” per- 
formance. Admitting that his 
theatrical hopes for the story were 
large, Brown found almost noth- 
ing of value in it. The Post's 
critic, Wilella Waldorf, remarked 
on the “brave and heartening 
thesis”. of the drama which she 
found “only intermittently effec 
tive on the stage.”

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How to Save Sugar 
By Meta Given

IGHT now is a good time to do 

some work on 

saving sugar with corn syrup. 
You may not wish to make a com- 
plete substitution, but you can give 
the family sugar ration a boost by 
recipes such as the one below. It 
uses rhubarb and _ strawberries, 
which are beginning to be inex- 
pensive now, to make a delicious 
conserve your family will enjoy all 
year. And remember, any pre- 
served sweets you can put up now 
will taste exceptionally good next 
winter, when sugar is really short. 
But don’t put up more than your 
family can use, for that’s another 
form of hoarding! 


Rhubarb Conserve. 

Three cups rhubarb (about one 
pound), one cup strawberries, one 
small orange, ground (one-half to 
two-thirds cup), one-half cup rais- 
ins, two tablespoons lemon juice 
(one-half lemon), one and one- 
fourth cups sugar, one cup corn 
syrup, one-half teaspoon salt. 

Thoroughly wash and cut rhu- 
barb in about  three-fourth-inch 
barb in about three-fourth-inch 
lengths. Wash strawberries and 
slice large berries in half. Put 
whole orange through fine blade 
of a food grinder. Put all ingredi- 
ents in a two-quart saucepan, bring 
to a boil and stir occasionally 
while cooking at a slow boil for 
one and one-half hours or until 
conserve is thick and clear. Pour 
in op sterilized jars, seal immedi- 
ately with hot melted paraffin and 
let jars cool thoroughly before 
storing in a cool, dark, dry place. 
Makes four cups conserve. (Note: 
If you double the above recipe to 
make eight cups of conserve it will 
be necessary to cook slightly long- 
er.) ,

HE St. Louis Symphony Orchestra last 
7 week concluded its. sixty-second season 


by making, for the first time in seven 


years, a series of phonograph record 
recordings. With Vladimir Golschmann direct- 
ing, a full orchestra of 82 players devoted two 
arduous three-hour sessions to putting eight 
symphonic works on wax. 

The recording work, by RCA-Victor, was 
supervised by Charles O'Connell, the firm's 
musical director and conductor, assisted by a 
technical crew of three. The orchestra played, 
as for concerts, from the stage of the Opera 


. House of Municipal Auditorium. And music 


thus made was picked up and transcribed on 


disks in a backstage dressing room where. 


O'Connell had his $15,000 equipment. 

The musicians, paid about $1500 an hour, 
soon learned that, whatever could be accurate- 
ly said in characterizing recording work, 
speed of accomplishment was not on the list. 
A piece that took from 15 to 20 minutes to play 
at a performance on occasion took as he as 
an hour before it was recorded completely.
